Tht recommendations for economic develop­ 
ment of the Upper Peninsula submitted to Gov.

Whitmer traveled for six days in ^ e Up­

As such, the 10-point program 
nnveiled in Lansing doesn’t really break much 
new ground, but coming from the head of the 
Commerce Department at the request of the 
governor the plan may swing a little more weight 
than the voices from the U. P. have been

It is also difficult to see any immediate ac­ 
tion on such items as requesting the Department 
of Education **to establish a vocational educa­ 
tion program to serve the needs of the Upper 
Peninaula.*’ Educators have been working and 
talking about this for years without any concen­ 
sus and the addition of Whitmer's voice to the

Whitmer’s suggestions woukl promote the econ­ 
omic development of the U. P. as they are de­ 
signed to do — there eould be great benefila for 
the area and in scmie instances, like removing 
the interest ceiling on monieipal bcmd interest, 
for the entire state. 


There is no question that highway devetop- 
ment is a great need for the area, that some 
municipalities might batter serve their people 
by consolidating services, üiat with more state 
monegr on dei^it U. P. banks might take a more 
active role in financing capital hnprovement 
projects and that a Commerce Department offtca 
located in the U. P. would assist the area. 


But even if everything in Whitmer’a sog^ 
gestions were accomplished before the end ef the 
year — an impossibility — it might be five, 10 
or evm 20 srears before the total benefit mater­ 
ialized. The people should realise that even in 
^‘action** programs, the wheels of government 
turn sk>wly. 


Radical Latin Harvest 


President Nixon is reaping the harvest of 
radicalism sown in Latin America under the Al­ 
liance for Progress, which was the brainchild of 
John F. Kennedy. 


One of the primary' objectives of the all­ 
iance under the Kennedy and, to a lesser extent, 
Johnson administrations was \o reform” the 
governments south of the border. The White 
House demanded certain social and economic 
changM before it would provide alliance funds. 


The consequence was that the United waa 
in the position of financially encouraging rev<^ 
lutions in Latin America. The resulting tendency 
has been toward more radical regimes heavily 
onented toward socialism because of American 
pressure to increase government involvement in 
the economy at the expense of free enterprise. 


The purpose in the radicalization was fo 
make the governments more responsive to the 
public needs, to make them more democratic and 
to uplife the masses, but the result has been to 
make them more Marxist, demagogic and anti- 
American. Following doctrine laid down by Karl 
Marx, l4itin American countries have taken to 
nationalizing industry and expropriating Amer­ 
ican property without payane for it in order to 
divert public attention liom the failures of 
government. 


Bolivia, for instance, has just grabbed the 
Culf Oil Co. The Bolivian regime, in playing to 
radical sentiment, has made a habit in recent 
monthf of taking (stealing) U. S. property.

few years ago and are entering 
marriages of convenience. 


The repercussions flnom ^Is 
enormous merging of financial 
power haven’t been fuUy felt 
yet, but they soon will be. Bet­ 
ter financial iirotection tor con­ 
sumers might be one impact 
And antitrust activity could well 
ensue if the mergers threaten to 
create too great a concentration 
of power. 


By the end at the third quar­ 
ter of this year, 153 mutual 
funds and 79 insurance compa­ 
nies. nKMt of ttiem life insurers, 
had in one way or another and 
to various degrees merged their 
(H^erations. 


By the end of September, a 
study by Wiesenb^^er Finan­ 
cial Services shows, some 98 bil­ 
lion or 16 per cent of the total 
net assets of the mutual fund in­ 
dustry were in the insurance 
fold, and that the trend was con­ 
tinuing.
